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The  Final  Barbers 

Hy  Kevin  Stewart 

It  started  about  ten  years  ago  with  a  trip  to  the  local  flea  market  at  the  Sioux 
City  Auditorium.  I  visited  a  few  of  the  booths  which  offered  coins  for  sale,  then 
found  my  way  to  my  local  dealer.  There,  in  his  tray  was  the  first  Barber  half  dollar 
that  I  had  seen.  We  agreed  on  a  price,  and  it  went  home  with  me  that  afternoon. 

During  the  next  few  years,  1  aquired  several  more  Barber  type  half  dollars. 
Slowly  my  used  Whitman  album  began  to  show  some  resemblence  of  a  set.  It  was 
then  that  1  made  the  choice  to  go  ahead  and  complete  the  set.  The  search  was  on! 

Over  the  next  couple  of  years,  1  picked  up  several  more  coins  at  a  local  coin 
shop,  and  started  to  get  into  the  mail  bid  scene.  Finding  the  coins  I  needed  was  star¬ 
ting  to  get  more  difficult.  If  the  coins  1  needed  did  show  up,  they  were  about  three 
grades  higher  than  1  could  afford.  The  search  was  beginning  to  get  interesting. 

A  few  years  ago,  the  number  of  coins  required  was  reduced  to  just  two  —  the 
1892-S  and  the  1897-S.  Two  tough  dates  to  find  at  a  good  price  in  a  grade  that 
would  match  the  rest  of  the  coins  in  the  set.  Now  the  search  was  put  into  full  gear.  1 
started  to  read  every  ad  in  “Coin  World”  and  “Numismatic  News”  every  week. 
Every  mail  bid  1  received  was  thoroughly  searched  for  at  least  a  chance  to  aquire 
one  of  the  elusive  duo.  Once  again,  if  they  were  offered,  they  were  way  out  of  my 
price  range.  Nothing  but  extra  fine  or  higher. 

In  October  1993, 1  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Siouxland  Coin  Club  in  Sioux  Ci¬ 
ty,  Iowa.  Then  in  December  I  asked  the  dealer  in  attendance  if  he  could  keep  and 
eye  open  for  my  two  elusive  dates.  He  said  no  problem. 

When  we  got  together  in  February  of  this  year,  he  informed  me  that  he  had 
something  for  me.  He  reached  into  his  case  and  handed  m.e  two  coins,  face  down, 
the  holders  secured  by  a  rubber  band.  Upon  removing  the  rubber  band,  I  could 
hardly  believe  my  eyes!  There,  in  my  hands,  were  the  two  Barber  half  dollars  re¬ 
quired  to  make  my  set  complete!  They  were  just  what  I  wanted,  they  did  not  have 
any  defects,  the  mintmarks  were  clear,  the  color  was  right  and  the  price  was  accep¬ 
table. 

Now  that  the  elusive  pair  are  safe  in  the  set,  1  can  work  on  the  next  leg  of  my 
collection  —  Liberty  Seated  Half  Dollars.  This  series  should  prove  to  be  a  major 
challenge  in  my  quest  for  a  set  of  half  dollars  dating  from  1807  to  date. 

Wait!  1  hear  the  mailman  putting  my  next  mail  bid  sale  in  the  mail  box!  Gotto 
Go!

Fort  Atkinson,  Nebraska

In  the  January  issue  of  this  publication,  the  subject 
of  Fort  Atkinson  was  mentioned,  in  the  article  on  Nebraska 
Historical  Facts  Prior  to  1867.  A  map  of  Fort  Atkinson 
also  appeared  along  with  the  above  mentioned  article. 

Several  people  have  asked  me  about  the  map  showing  the 
Fort  several  feet  west  of  the  river.  The  display  at  the 
Nebraska  State  Historical  Society  in  Lincoln  shows  the 
Fort  built  on  the  bank  of  the  Missouri  River. 

The  first  fort  or  encampment  was  built  on  low  ground, 
at  a  point  about  three  miles  north  of  the  location  gen- 
rally  referred  to  as  Fort  Atkinson.  This  first  encamp¬ 
ment  was  known  as  Camp  Missouri.  The  exact  location  of 
this  first  "Fort"  is  not  known  today.  The  soldiers 
arrived  in  October  1819.  Winter  was  not  far  away  and 
shelter  had  to  be  built  as  quickly  as  possible.  The  first 
camp  was  built  of  planks  and  logs  which  had  been  hand  cut 
by  the  soldiers.  On  November  3,  1819  the  Commandant,  Col. 
Henry  Atkinson,  returned  to  St,  Louis.  The  command  of  the 
post  was  turned  over  to  Lt.  Col.  Willoughby  Morgan.  The 
soldiers  were  moved  into  their  barracks  by  the  end  of 
December  but  many  of  the  barracks  still  lacked  the  conven¬ 
iences  of  doors,  floors,  bunks,  etc.  After  the  barracks 
were  completed,  the  camp  assumed  the  name  of  Cantonment 
Missouri.  Records  of  the  Sixth  Infantry  Regiment  state 
tliat  as  late  as  February  1820,  Cantonment  Missouri  was  not 
yet  completed.  About  the  middle  of  June  1820,  the 
Missouri  River  reached  flood  stage  and  washed  av\;ay  the 
camp,  along  with  many  of  the  possessions  of  the  soldiers. 
The  soldiers  were  forced  to  seek  higher  ground  on  which 
to  build  again.  The  site  of  the  next  camp  was  built  on 
the  bluff  and  later  became  Fort  Atkinson. 

It  is  not  certain  why  the  first  encampment  was  built 
on  such  low  ground,  as  the  soldiers  had  surveyors  in 
their  camp,  who  should  have  known  better.  It  is  believed 
that  the  first  camp  was  built  at  that  location  because  tlie 
trees  from  which  the  camp  was  built,  vverc  close  by. 

The  first  camp  built  on  the  bluff,  was  built  near  t)ie 
river.  A  path  from  the  river  bank  led  up  t)ie  bank  and 
under  some  of  the  barracks,  directly  into  the  camp. 

This  camp  was  of  a  more  substantial  natui'c  as  the  soldiers 
had  more  time  to  build  it  before  the  cold  winds  of  wintei' 
were  to  arrive.  Tliis  camp  was  built  v\/liith  chimneys  of 
brick,  manufactured  by  the  soldiers,  with  other  improve¬ 
ments. 
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Fort  Atkinson,  Nebraska  (continued) 

This  second  camp  was  known  as  Camp  Council  Bluffs.  In 
March  of  1821  the  name  of  the  camp  v^;as  changed  to  Fort 
Atkinson,  in  honor  of  the  first  commander.  The  change 
of  name  was  ordered  by  Secretary  Calhoun. 

This  second  camp  also  met  with  troubles  from  the 
Mighty  Mo.  and  a  flood  again  caused  considerable  damage. 
Tlic  bluff  at  the  edge  of  the  river  caved  away,  taking 
with  it,  the  barracks  built  on  its  edge.  This  time  the 
camp  was  removed  or  rebuilt,  in  the  form  in  which  it 
remained  to  the  time  it  was  abandoned  in  June  of  1827. 
This  is  the  camp  which  was  pictured  in  the  January  issue, 
which  was  the  true  Fort  Atkinson,  as  the  other  camps  had 
been  known  by  other  names. 

By  this  time  a  sawmill  had  been  set  up  and  the 
bLiildings  could  be  built  quicker  and  better  as  there 
was  no  longer  the  need  for  the  trimming  of  logs  for  the 
building  of  the  many  barracks,  etc.  Fort  Atkinson  was 
built  on  a  rather  extensive  scale.  Besides  the  barracks 
for  the  officers  and  soldiers,  other  buildings  were 
built  for  the  use  of  the  Sutler’s  house,  Indian  Council 
house,  hospital,  power  magazine,  laundresses’  quarters, 
stables,  stockade,  etc.  Outside  of  the  stockade 
appeared  the  other  buildings.  The  dairy,  grist  mill, 
sawmill,  blacksmith  shop  and  brickyard. 

Extensive  farming  was  also  carried  on  by  the  soldiers 
and  most  of  their  food  was  raised  on  land  to  the  west  of 
the  fort.  Farm  operations  began  in  the  spring  of  1820. 
The  first  year  of  farming  produced  the  following  crops; 
8,8:iQ  bushels  of  corn,  2,313  bushels  of  potatoes,  496 
bushels  of  turnips,  and  an  abundance  of  small  vegetables 
for  their  use  during  the  summer  months.  Records  state 
that  in  1821  the  yield  of  corn  had  been  rained  to 
26,400  bushels  and  presumably  the  other  crops  had  been 
multiplied  also.  Cattle,  hogs,  and  chickens  were  also 
raised  for  the  use  of  the  people  who  manned  the  fort. 

Fort  Atkinson  was  abandoned  in  June  of  1827.  The 
weather  and  the  Indians  soon  brought  ruin  to  the  camp. 
Artist  George  Catlin  found  nothing  but  ruins  in  1832 
and  Father  De  Smet ,  a  Jesuit  missionary,  reported  that 
nothing  but  rubbish  and  remains  of  the  fort  still 
rema ined . 

On  October  11,  1919,  the  people  of  Fort  Calhoun  held 
a  celebration  to  commemorate  the  founding  of  Fort 
Atkinson.  This  was  held  as  a  centennial  celebration 
and  a  medal  was  struck  to  commemorate  the  event. 
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Fort  Atkinson,  Nebraska  (continued) 

The  medal  was  designed  by  H.  J.  Livingston  who  was  also 
a  member  of  the  centennial  board.  One  side  of  the  medal 
has  the  words  centennial  1819  -  1919  Ft.  Atkinson,  U.S.A. 
and  the  other  side  has  the  same  dates  with  the  words  Ft. 
Calhoun,  Nebr.  Why  this  particular  wording  was  used  is 
not  known  by  this  writer. 


Fort  Atkinson  did  not  receive  its  official  name  until 
March  of  1821.  Likewise,  Fort  Calhoun  did  not  come  into 
existence  until  1855.  It  does,  however,  make  an  interest¬ 
ing  medal  and  has  the  distinction  of  geing  the  FIRST  known 
centennial  medal  to  be  struck  for  an  event  which  happened 
in  what  is  n  known  as  the  State  of  Nebraska. 

A  nice  story  of  this  celebration  appears  in  the 
quarterly  publication  of  the  Nebraska  State  Historical 
Society  dated  1919.  (Volume  II,  Number  3).  The  article 
states  that  about  six  thousand  people  assembled  for  the 
celebration  held  at  Fort  Calhoun.  Col.  F.  A.  Grant, 

U.  S.  Army,  was  marshall  of  the  day.  The  parade  included 
floats  representing  the  old-time  ox  team,  prairie 
schooners,  Indians,  soldiers,  Missouri  River  trappers 
of  1819,  pioneers  of  Washington  county,  and  soldiers 
of  World  War  I.  Col.  B.  W.  Atkinson,  grandson  of  the 
founder  of  Fort  Atkinson,  gave  a  speech  titled,  "The 
Founders  of  Fort  Atkinson".  A  baloon  ascension  was 
staged  at  five  o’clock  while  an  aeroplane  circled  in 
the  sky  as  a  contrast  between  the  pioneer  days  and 
the  progress  made  to  that  time.

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Pick  Edition  Shows  Skyrocketing 
Prices  For  World  Paper  Money 

Skyrocketing  prices  lor  scarce  and  popular  world  paper  money  are  retlecied  in 
the  newly  released  seventh  edition  of  the  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Paper  Money, 

I  olutne  I'wo.  Cleneral  Issues,  by  Albert  Pick. 

The  1.280  page  hard-cover  volume  (8'/2  inches  by  11  inches)  --  up  144  pages 
from  the  sixth  edition  ••  covers  all  legal-tender  issues  of  national  governments  from 
the  18th.  19th,  and  20th  centuries.  More  than  22,000  notes  from  280  issuing 
authorities  are  listed.  The  listings  are  accompanied  by  over  10,000  original  photos. 

Each  note  is  valued  in  up  to  three  grades  of  condition.  Editors  Neil  Shafer  and 
Colin  R.  Bruce  II  say  a  thorough  revision  of  market  valuations  in  the  new  edition 
resulted  from  growing  demand  for  world  paper  money  among  collectors. 

Among  some  of  the  more  dramatic  increases: 

-A  5-shilling  Bank  of  England  emergency  World  War  II  issue  (Pick  No.  122) 
jumped  from  $500  in  the  sixth  edition  to  $2,250  in  the  new  edition  in  grade  very 
fine. 

-An  1889  50-franc  of  Erance  (No.  15a)  jumped  from  $150  to  $750  in  very  fine. 

-  A  1979  500-gourde  of  Haiti  (No.  238)  jumped  from  $125  to  $225  in  uncir¬ 
culated. 

-  A  1958  10.000-yen  of  Japan  (No.  97a)  jumped  from  $95  to  $200  in  uncir¬ 
culated. 

-A  series  1880  U.S.  $1  legal-tender  note  (No  176b)  jumped  from  $600  to 
$1,500  in  uncirculated. 

“There  weren't  many  old  prices  left  unchanged,”  Bruce  said. 

World  politics  in  the  past  four  years  has  changed  much  of  the  book  from  the 
previous  edition,  too.  Over  100  new  notes  from  Estonia,  Latvia,  Lithuania, 
Moldova,  Azerbaijan,  Belarus,Bosnia-Herzegoniva,  the  Ukranine,  and  other  new 
republics  are  listed. 

Also  added  are  more  detailed  listings  of  signatures  and  signatories,  an  improv¬ 
ed  and  expanded  documentation  of  notes.  More  varities  are  listed,  and  many 
listings  are  now  improved  with  new  illustrations  in  the  seventh  edition. 

Pick  started  collecting  paper  money  in  1930.  Over  the  next  three  decades  he 
accumulated  an  extensive  collection,  which  was  aquired  eventually  by  the 
Bayerische  Hypotheken  und  Wechsel-Bank  (Hypobank).  He  was  appointed  curator 
of  the  collection  from  1964  to  1985. 

This  collection  created  the  nuclus  for  the  first  Standard  Catalog  of  World 
Paper  Money,  in  1975.  That  initial  effort  earned  him  the  Society  of  Paper  Money 
Collectors'  Nathan  Gold  Memorial  Award.  In  1972  the  SPMC  presented  Pick  with 
its  Award  of  Merit  for  his  “many  contributions  to  paper  money  collecting." 

In  addition  to  author  Pick  and  editors  Shafer  and  Bruce,  more  than  200  con¬ 
tributors  gave  their  specialized  knowledge  to  individual  sections  of  the  book. 

“Considerable  help  came  from  members  of  the  International  Bank  Note  Socie¬ 
ty.”  Bruce  said.
